were doing, made a great Fire from their Ar- 
tillery,by which the Sieur de Raouffet a Lieu- 
tenant in the Regiment of Navarre and 5 Sol- 
diers were wounded,and ¢ or 6 Soldiers kill'd. 
On thé 18th theSieur de Rocheplate, a Cap- 
tain in the Regiment of Horfe of Orleans, 
was kill'd. Thé Trefches firft made ran ina 
Line parallel to the Place; and in the Nighe 
of the rgth three Trenches were run out from 
it, the middlemoft of which was carried on 
againft the Gate eall’d the Porte of France, 
and the two the Baftions flank- 
ing that Gate on each fide; A Captain and 
a Lieutenant of che Royal Regiment of Ar- 
tillery, with 7 or 8 Soldiers were wounded.
